Massachusetts and the Union.— The re- 
cent nullifying legislation of Massachusetts re- 
quires grave consideration from every friend of 
the Union. It will lead to similar retaliatory 
legislation on the part of the Southern States 
against her and all other States following her 
example. She and others will again retaliate 
against the South, and thus, by mere separate 
State legislation, all the valuable purposes of the 
Sgtoi: will be destroyed, and in the opinion of 
nor.e will it be worth preserving. 

When a system of retaliation is carried on be- 
tween States it is never confined to the mere lex 
talionis. The retribution prescribed always ex- 
ceeds th« offense to be redressed. Two recest 
examples must satisfy all, that, so far as re- 
gards the South, such will be the measure of re- 
dress when she commences the work of retali- 
ation. For counteracting a moneyed combination 
at the North to control the politics of Kansas, 
the people of Missouri promptly and effectually 
resorted to the bowie-knife and revolver. A 
lady of Memphis, Tenn., passing though Ohio, 
was assaulted by a ruffian in a railroad car 
with her young female slave, who, with its 
arms around her neck, was clinging to her and 
shrieking for protection. He tore them asun- 
der Iroin their mutual embrace without any le- 
gal warrant for so doing. His conduct was sus- 
tained by the judicial authorities. The little 
girl was apprenticed to some one who thought he 
could make profit out of her, and the lady was 
thus robbed of her property. When news of this 
outrage reached Memphis, there happened to be 
two Ohio flatboats lying at the wharf; public 
sentiment called for vengeance, and, but for the 
earnest entreaties of some of their most respec- 
table and influential citizens, the people of Mem- 
phis would have pitched the cargoes of the two 
boats into the river. They were persuaded to 
content themselves with a resolve in town meet- 
ing to cease all commercial intercourse with 
Cim:innati, the residence of the ruffian. 
Virginia, the leading Southern State, has put 
herself under the guidance of the most hot- 
headed, intemperate man that could have been 
called from the whole South; a man who no 
doubt attributes all his own personal success in 
life to pugnacity and bullying. Submission to 
the nullifying legislation of Massachusetts 
would not be expected from Virginia under any 
circumstances. How far she will go under the 
lead of her new Governor in retaliatory legisla- 
tion no man can foresee. What she does, the 
whole South, with the exception of Maryland 
and Kentucky, will also dof Those two States 
islation, not because they 
i it eminently just and proper, but 
: their stake in the preservation of the 
Union is so large as to sink all other questions 
into comparative insignificance, and because they 
cannot afford to 1 esort to any legislation which 
tends to a destruction of the Union. 

The last Legislature of Massachusetts is said 
to have been composed of a very ignorant body 
of men. But, whatever plausibility there may 
be in thi6 excuse for their folly, they could not 
have been so ignorant as not to have known that 
the framers of the Federal Constitution consid- 
ered a negro slave as much as anything else the 
legitimate subject of property. They knew 
no constitution would have been proposed 
adopted which did not recognize that prin- 
ciple. They knew the universal senti- 
ment in the South to be that ownership of a 
slave as property was just as worthy of protec- 
tion, and that its protection is just as amply guar- 
anteed in the Federal Constitution, as the owner- 
ship of a bale oi goods, as a box of shoes, or a 
cask of codfish. Massachusetts cannot, under 
the p^ea of ignorance, escape the imputation of 
having willfully renounced her allegiance to the 
Union, or, in other words, willfully refused to 
perform her duties under the national compact. 
By the legislative countenance she has given to 
and robbery of Southern property, by 
she promises to the thieves and 
robbers, and by the official exaltation of the 
more prominent of the aiders and abettors of 
those thieves and robbers, she knowingly vio- 
lates all sense of propriety and justice, and 
hurls a presumptuous and vindictive defiance 
against the whole South. She could never have 
done this with her eyes entirely open to the 
consequences to herself. She did not know the 
extent of the retaliating power of the South. 
She was hugging herself in conscious security 
the belief that her shipping, her cotton 
shoes, and ner codfish were pano- 
by the Constitution against all 
on the part of the South. It 
is high time that she and all other States inclin- 
ing to follow her example "should be undeceived. 
The 8outh has ample power to commend tfc e in- 
gredients of her poisoned chalice to her own 
sjf^, and she should be made to know it. 
herself has by her example pointed the 
a simple application of the lex talionis, 
deprive her, by laws in 
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accordance with the Utter of the constitution, 
of all participation in the commercial benefits of 
the Union. 

Suppose Virginia, acting in the spirit of this 
legislation of Massachusetts, should pass a law, 
saying that nothing of the growth or product of 
Massachusetts soil or labor, imported into Vir- 
ginia after a named day, should be deemed 
the subject of larceny or robbery, and that the 
stealing or robbery of ivj such thing should be 
pun shed within that State. Suppose further, 
that any Southern State, with the exception of 
Maryland and Kentucky, should follow her ex- 
ample and adopt a similar law. The conse- 
quence would be the calling forth and arousing 
into vigilant action the unanimous public senti- 
ment of the South, to interdict all commercial 
intercourse with Massachusetts. All men, pub- 
licly and privately, would aid to enforce the in- 
terdict. No legislation under ordinary circum- 
stances could devise so effectual a non-inter- 
course. It would be thus effectual even though the 
Constitution expressly prohibited such legisla- 
tion. The Federal Government, even if it had 
the conceded constitutional authority, would 
not have the effective, practical power to coun- 
teract such a state of things. But there is no 
express prohibition against such legislation, and 
Congress has not even constructive power to 
ward off or alleviate any of its effects. 

It belongs exclusively to the Legislature of 
Virginia to prescribe what shall constitute theft 
or robbery within her borders. There is noth- 
ing in the Federal Constitution to fasten any part 
of her penal code upon her and make it irrepeal- 
able. Such a law as the one indicated makes 
no discrimination between citizens of Massa- 
chusetts and those of Virginia. It gives no 
more protection to the things described when 
in the hands of the one than it does when 
in the hands of the other. It merely declares 
that they shall not be considered or protected as 
property when in the hands of either. It will 
be in vain to search the Constitution for express 
prohibition against such legislation; or for any 
power in the government to compel Virginia to 
punish as crime what she chooses to say shall 
not be crime, nor punished as such within her 
borders. 

Say the power in Congress to regulate com- 
merce among the States carries with it, as a 
necessary consequence, authority to punish theft 
robbery of property imported into Virginia 
by a citizen of Massachusetts whilst owned by 
him. This would be a most liberal stretch of im- 
plied power, but nothing would be gained 
thereby, for it would avail him nothing to pro- 
tect it only whilst owned by him and leave it 
unprotected when purchased by a citizen of 
Virginia. If the latter cannot hold, he will not 
buy, and the Massachusetts man is not protected 
to any valuable purpose, unless he can find buy- 
ers. But concede that the incidental power of 
Congress could extend to the protection of such 
property even in the hands of purchasers — roguet 
and robbers would lau^h at Congressional pen- 
alties when they had to be enforced by a single 
marshal and his few deputies. It is not at all 
probable that Congress would create a local 
police and a judicial system in each Southern 
State, adequate to the enforcing such penalties 
and thereby affording protection. Besides every 
attempt to enforce such penalties would be just 
as repugnant to public sentiment in the South 
and would be resisted by popular feeling there, 
in the same way as the capture and rendition of 
a runaway slave is resisted in Massachusetts. 
Indeed public sentiment in the South would 
effectually aid the Legislatures in carrying out 
such a policy. By voluntary association every 
evasion of it would be prevented, and all traders 
attempting such evasion would be inexorably 
proscribed. 

Every man of intelligence will at once exclaim 
that such legislation will be a plain violation of 
the spirit of the Constitution, which so clearly 
contemplates a free intercommunication between 
the citizens of the different States for the pur- 
poses of commerce. Granted: it is clearly so; 
it is as flagrant a violation of the spirit of the 
national compact as could be devised. But in 
the estimation of Southern men it is not at all 
more so than the similar legislation of Massa- 
chusetts as to their slave property. Will she 
apper.1 to the moral sentiment of the South 
against an infraction of the spirit of the Consti- 
tution, which with honorable men should be 
deemed as inviolable as its plain, unambiguous 
letter? They will taunt her with her own 
dereliction not only as to the spirit but as to the 
plain letter of the Constitution. They will tell 
her that she attempts to deny to Southern men 
the plain right of transit through her territory 
for their slave property, and attempts by her 
legislation to disable the Federal Government 
from fulfilling a duty in the restitution of such 
property, expressly enjoined by the Constitution 
in the plainest and most indisputable manner. 
How far Southern Legislatures will suffer them- 
selves to be controlled by the mere spirit of the 
Constitution, when not tied by its express lan- 
guage, she can judge by the conduct of her own 
Legislature, when guilty of a wanton aggression 
and not stimulated as the South will be by a 
thirst for retaliatory revenge. By taking away 
the protection of her laws from the ownership 
of slave property and by inciting her citizens to 
the theft and robbery of such property, Massa- 
chusetts repudiates the duty of comity which 
she owes her sister States and outrages the moral 
sense of the South just as grossly as if she had 
done the same thing in regard to cotton or 
tobacco. In the estimation of Southern men, 
there is no difference between the two. In a 
moral point of view, they consider the one as 
much as the other a violation of her duty, as a 
t party to the national compact. 



Such a mode of retaliation, adopted as it is 
likely to be by nearly every Southern State, 
would be more injurious to the commercial in- 
terests of Massachusetts than an embargo on 
her foreign commerce. Most of her factories 
and the larger part of her manufacturing labor 
would be stopped in less than a year. Her cap- 
ital and her labor would be transferred to other 
States. Being without redress under the Con- 
stitution, sh- would seek bei revenge by an en- 
deavor to dissolve the Union. If there be any 
common-sense forethought guiding her present 
action, that must be her ultimate aim. Before 
she pursues her project further, it will be well 
for her to consider carefully the chance for suc- 
cess in that project. 

What she can accomplish in New England, 
she herself best knows. The South will feel no 
particular interest in preventing her from sedu- 
cing the whole of it into secession. She will have 
little chance of carrying any other portion #f 
the Union with her. Try the probabilities of 
her success on Pennsylvania, the State which 
bounds the slaveholding States on their north- 
eastern boundary. In a severance between 
North and South, where will that State go in the 
formation of a new confederation? She will go 
where every people will go when free to choose 
a political alliance— that is, where her great 
commercial interests point. Nearly the whole 
of these have a Southern direction. North and 
East of her she finds but little market and the 
severest competition in every branch of her 
business. Her position being fixed, it is quite 
certain what that of New York will be. She 
will never voluntarily resign her position as the 
commercial center and heart of such a nation to 
become a mere frontier appendage to New Eng- 
land, and thereby permit Pennsylvania to take 
her position. Try the probabilities in the 
Northwest; try them upon Illinois. You find 
her locked in the close embrace of Kentucky 
and Missouri, with an almost identity of com- 
mercial interests. She would have no motive of 
interest in converting Kentuckians and Missou- 
rians into a foreign and hostile people. She is 
not so imbued with the anti-slavery fanaticism 
as to do anything so suicidal, without even ta- 
king into the estimate her interest in the great 
Southern market for the sale of her products. 
And as she goes and as Kentucky goes, so also 
it may safely be inferred will Indiana go. 

Such a mode of investigation must satisfy 
every intelligent man that the slaveholding line 
can never become the line of separation unless 
the South unanimously so wills it. That such 
unanimity cannot be obtained we have the most 
abundant guarantee in the vital interests of 
Maryland, Kentucky, Missouri, and Western 
Virginia. The severance of the Union on any 
line west of New England may therefore be 
most confidently assumed as utterly impracrtco- 
ble. If Massachusetts is working to obtain 
a severance on any other line, she is seeking to 
attain an impracticability. The sooner she gets 
a knowledge of this fact and sets about re-shap- 
ing her course, all the better for her. It be- 
hooves her thinking men to ponder this matter 
well, and to determine whether, by a well- 
concerted, vigorous effort, they cannot rescue 
her destiny from the petticoat government of 
her unfeminine women and her feminine men — 
her clergy and her fanatics. She should remem- 
ber and heed the warning of her great orator 
and statesman, who told her that her duty to the 
Union, and by consequence her greater duty to 
herself, was to conquer her prejudices. By sub- 
mitting herself to such petticoat government, 
she yields her destiny to the guidance of mere 
prejudice. In her present warfare against the 
South she is made to play a most unequal game. 
Her power against the South is one of mere in- 
sult and annoyance. Her only weapons are 
those of termagant women, railing and scolding; 
whilst her adversary has the power of almost 
annihilating her commercial prosperity. Her 
commercial rivals among the free States will 
laugh at, while benefiting by her folly. Mere 
sympathy in a blind prejudice, which has no prac- 
tical aim and can result in no practical good, 
can never induce the thoroughly practical men 
of New York and Pennsylvania to be guilty of 
the suicidal folly of following her example. If 
she has living statesmen, it is time for her to 
hunt them up and put them in power. 

The egregious folly of repealing the Missouri 
compromise, an act in which the South had no 
substantial interest and from which it can derive 
no important benefit, has enabled the Aoolition- 
ists to play upon Northern prejudice and wake 
an unanimous expression of indignation, which 
looks like an equal sympathy with their ulterior 
views of mischief. But this appearance is mere- 
ly delusive. To avenge a supposed wrong or 
breach of faith on the part of the South, by 
undoing what has been done, and to punish the 
supposed treason of Northern Representatives is 
one thing; but, to dissolve the Union is another 
and very different thing. It will be found so 
even among the people of Massachusetts. Not 
more than twenty-five years ago the public sen- 
timent of that people would not permit the in- 
cendiary doctrines of Abolitionists to be propa- 
gated publicly, even in that State. With their 
usual sagacity they saw that no good could en- 
sue and much mischief might arise from playing 
upon and arousing Northern prejudices against 
negro slavery. They refused the use of their 
churches and public halls to Abolitionists, and 
encouraged their boys to silence their attempts 
at public lectures by pelting them with clods 
and eggs. Her thinking men knew that, what- 
ever may be the curse of negro slavery, it was 
an ineradicable evil and one that their Southern 
brethren were doomed to bear. They felt it 
was not in accordance with their own duty as 
neighbors and fellow-citizens to do what was so 



obviously calculated to increase the burden, 
without any, even the remotest, prospect of ben- 
efit to the negro race. They knew that Southern 
men were playing the part of negro drivers for 
the especial benefit of the free States, so loag as 
the latter had the benefit of a monopoly of their 
commerce. They knew that the Union secured 
for them the monopoly of the most valuable 
market in the world for all the products of their 
industry. In such a gainful partner ship, they 
knew that so long as Southern men voluntarily 
chose to endure the curse of negro slavery and 
play the part of slave drivers, with such large 
resulting benefits to the North, it became not the 
latter to upbraid the former with their misfortune, 
still less officiously to intermeddle. The teach- 
ings of such plain common sense, the promptings 
of sue* plain principles of common honesty, 
cannot have died out with any people in the 
lapse of only a quarter of a century. There 
must be enough of both left with the real men of 
Massachusetts to redeem their State from its 
petticoat government. 

Her two abolition Senators have been emi- 
nently successful in their treasonable machina- 
tions. By preventing the Know Nothing party 
of Massachusetts from nationalizing itself and 
by a timely publication or that refusal, they ac- 
complished what they intended, the defeat of 
that party in Virginia and possibly the preven- 
tion of its successful spread over the Southern 
States. Should that be the result, we shall hear 
nothing from the halls of Congress, for the next 
two years, but mutual recrimination and abuse 
from the representatives of the two sides of the 
slave line. This will influence the already ex- 
isting state of bad feeling among the great body 
of the people in both sections. In the estima- 
tion of considerate men, that alone will present 
a crisis of great peril to the Union. Does it 
behoove Massachusetts at such a juncture to 
give the whole weight of her influence and ex- 
ample toward widening the breach and enhan- 
cing that peril? It is not possible but that the 
great body of her people must still be at heart 
loyal to the Union; they cannot be seriously 
tainted with the traitorous views of her Senators. 
If not, then let her intelligent, discreet men, her 
sober-thinking practical men ponder well the 
question, whether it be safe or prudent for her 
to leave her recent act of nullification as an irrita- 
ting defiance to the whole South; whether she can 
afford to provoke the South into making the ex- 
periment to form a new confederacy of States 
better suited to its peace and quiet and therefore 
prosperity? Let them look to it in time and pon- 
der well the probable position of Massachusetts, 
in the arranging any such new confederacy. 
Her strong-minded women and her feeble-minded 
men will have achieved a great thing for New 
England, if the result of their machina- 
tions leaves her no alternative but a retroces- 
sion of her independence to old England, for the 
sake of protection and sympathy in her abolition

Lieutenant Maurt and Ocean Steamers. 

Lieutenant Maurv has certainly done "some 
service to the State," and the people know it. 
He has made science subservient to practical 
art; he has ranged among the stars, and he has 
traced the paths upon the ocean, along which 
American and European commerce should glide. 
In the early pare of this year, a letter was writ- 
ten to Lieutenant Maury by the 
and ship-owners of Boston, requestin 
opment of tbe suggestion which had 
been made by him concerning the propriety of 
steamers choosing different routes in coming and 
going across the Atlantic. The reply of 
Lieutenant Maury was a learned and valuable 
letter, the result of most laborious and patient 
investigation, in which the subject of "lanes for 
the steamers crossing the Atlantic" is, in a 
short space, clearly and fully discussed. The 
conclusion arrived at by the distinguished 
philosopher is that tbe "adoption of the lanes, 
so far from materially lengthening the passages 
to and fro, will probably shorten the average to 
the West, and not increase the average to the 
East more than a few hours, if at all." 

This letter of Mr. Maury was a most able pro- 
duction and a contribution to 
tion that cannot fail to be valuable to 
body interested in ships, from the ship-owner 
to the insurer.

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Platform of the American Party.— We 
publish to-day an official copy of the platform 
Philadelphia American convention: 
PLATFORM AND PRINCIPLES. 
1. — The acknowledgment of that Almighty 
Being, who rules over the Universe — who pre- 
sides over the councils of nations — who con- 
ducts the affairs of men, and who, in every step 
by which we have advanced to the character of 
an independent nation, has distinguished us by 
some token of Providential agency. 

H. — The cultivation and development of i 
sentiment of profoundly intense American feel 
ing: of passionate a' tacbment to our country, its 
history, and its institutions; of admiration for 
the purer days of our national existence; of 
Feneration for the heroism that precipitated our 
revolution; and of emulation of the virtue, wis- 
dom, and patriotism that framed our Constitution 
and first successfully applied its provisions. 

III. The main enance of the union of these 

United States as the paramount political good; 
or, to use the language of Washington, "the 
primary object of patriotic desire." And 

1st. Opposition to all attempts to weaken or 
subvert it. 

2d. Uncompromising antagonism to every 
principle of policy that endangers it. 

3d. The advocacy of an equitable adjustment 
of all political differences which threaten its in- 
tegrity or perpetuity. 

4th. The suppression of all tendencies to po- 
litical division, founded on "geographical dis- 
criminations, or on the belief that there is a 
real difference of interests and views" between 
the various sections of the Union. 

5th. The full recognition of tne rights of the 
several States, as expressed and reserved in the 
Constitution; and a careful avoidance, by the 
General Government, of all interf ence with their 
rights by legislative or executive action. 

IV. — Obedience to the Constitution of these 
United States, as the supreme law of the land, 
sacredly obligatory upon all its parts and mem- 
bers; and steadfast resistance to the spirit of in- 
novation upon its principles, however specious 
the pretexts. Avowing that in all doubtful or 
disputed points it may only be legally ascer- 
tained and expounded by the judicial power of 
the United States. 

And, as a corollary to the above — 

I. A habit of reverential obedience to the 
laws, whether National, State, or Municipal, 
until they are either repealed or declared uncon- 
stitutional by the proper authority. 

2. A tender ana sacred regard for those acts 
of statesmanship, which are to be contradistin- 
guished from acts of ordinary legislation, by the 
fact of their being of the nature of compacts 
and agreements; and so, to be considered a fixed 
and settled national policy. 

V. — A radical revision and modification of 
the laws regulating immigration, and the settle- 
ment of immigrants. Offering to the honest im- 
migrant, who, from love of liberty or hatred of 
oppression, seeks an asylum in the United States, 
a friendly reception and protection. But un- 
qualifiedly condemning the transmission to our 
snores of felons and paupers. 

VI. — The essential modification of the Natu- 
ralization Laws. 

The repeal by the Legislatures of the respec- 
tive States of all State laws allowing foreigners 
not naturalized to vote. 

The repeal, without retroactive operation, of 
all acts of Congress making grants of land to 
unnaturalized foreigners, and allowing them to 
Fote in the Territories. 

VII. — Hostility to the corrupt means by which 
the leaders of party have hitherto forced upon 
us our rulers and our political creeds. 

Implacable enmity against the prevalent demo- 
ralizing system of rewards for political subservi- 
ency, and of punishments for political indepen- 
dence. 

Disgust for the wild hunt after office which 
characterizes the age. 

These on the one hand. On the other — 
Imitation of the practice of the purer days of 
the Republic; and admiration of the maxim that 
"office should seek the man, and not man the 
office," and of the rule that, the just mode of 
ascertaining fitness for office is the capability, 
the faithfulness, and the honesty of the incum- 
bent or candidate. 

VIII. — Resistance to the aggressive policy and 
corrupting tendencies of the Romai. Catholic 
Church in our country by the advancement to 
all political stations — executive, legislative, ju- 
dicial, or diplomatic — of those only who do not 
hold civil allegiance, directly or indirectly, to 
any foreign power whether civil or ecclesiasti- 
cal, and who are Americans by birth, education, 
and training — thus fulfilling the maxim, "Amer- 
icans ONLY SHALL GOVERN AMERICA." 

The protection of all citizens in the legal and 
proper exei cise of their civil and religious rights 
and privileges; the maintenance of the right of 
every man to the full, unrestrained, and peaceful 
enjoyment of his own religious opinions and 
worship, and a jealous resistance of all attempts 
by any sect, denomination, or church to obtain 
an ascendancy over any other in the State, by 
means of any special privileges or exemption, 
by any political combination of its members, or 
by a division of their civil allegiance with any 
foreign power, potentate, or ecclesiastic. 

IX. — The reformation of the character of 
our National Legislature, by elevating to that 
dignified and responsible position men of higher 
qualifications, parer morals, and more unselfish 
patriotism. 

X- — The restriction of executive patronage, 
especially in the matter of appointments to 
office, so far as it may be permitted by the 
Constitution, and consistent with the public 
good. 

XI. — The education of the youth of our 
country in schools provided by the State; which 
schools shall be common to all, without dis- 
tinction of creed or party, and free from any in- 
fluence or direction of a denominational or 
partizan character. 

And, inasmuch as Christianity by the Consti- 
tutions of nearly all the States, by the deci- 
sions of the most eminent judicial authorities, 
and by the consent of the people of America, is 
considered an element of our political system, 
and as the Holy Bible is at once the source of 
Christiani y, and the depository and fountain of 
all civil and religious freedom, we oppos* every 
attempt to exclude it from the schools thus es- 
tablished in the States. 

XII. — The American party, having arisen 
upon the ruins and in spite of the opposition of 
the Whig and Democratic parties, cannot be 
held in any manner responsible for the ob- 
noxious act* or violated pledges of either. And 
the systematic agitation of the slavery question 
by those parties naving elevated sectional hos- 
tility into a positive element of \ olitical power, 
andbrought our institutions into peril, it has 
therefore become the imperative duty of the 
American party to interpose for the purpose of 
giving peace to the country and perpetuity to 
the Unon. And as experience has shown it im- 
possible to reconcile opinions so extreme as 
those which separate th* disputants, and as 
there can be no dishonor in submitting to the 
laws, the National Council has deemed it the 



laws upon the subject of slavery, as a final and 
conclusive settlement of that subject, inspirit 
and in substance: 

And regarding it the highest duty to avow 
their opinions upon a subject so important, in 
distinct and unequivocal terms, it is hereby de- 
clared as the sense of this National Council, that 
Cong-ess possesses no power, under the Con- 
stitution, to legislate upon the subject of slave- 
ry in the States where it does or may exist, or 
to exclude any State from admission into the 
Union because its constitution does or does not 
recognize the institution of slavery as a part of 
its social system; and expressly pretermitting 
any expression of opinion upon the power of 
Congress to establish or prohibit slavery in any 
Territory, it is the sense of the National Coun- 
cil that Congress ought not to legislate upon the 
subject of slavery within the territory of the 
United States, and that any interference by 
Congress with slavery as it exists in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia would be a violation of the 
spirit and intention of the compact by which 
the State of Maryland ceded the District to the 
United States, and a breach of the National 
faith. 

XIII. — The policy of the Government of the 
United States, in its relations with foreign gov- 
ernments, is to exact justice from the strongest, 
and do justice to the weakest; restraining, by 
all the power of the government, all its citizens 
from interference witti the internal concerns of 
nations with whom we are at peace. 

XIV. — This National Council declares that 
all the principles of the Order shall be hence- 
forward everywhere openly avowed, and that 
each member shall be at liberty to make known 
the existence of the Order, and the fact that he 
himself is a member; and it recommends that 
there be no concealment of the places of meet- 
ing of subordinate councils.

nspector, the Washington correspondent 
of the N. Y. Courier, writes: 

On the 12th proximo the Court of Claims will 
meet and take up their docket, which has be- 
come so heavy already as to appal the hardest 
worker of them all. They begin to find what a 
task they have undertaken, and already begin to 
feel the inadequacy of the compensation al- 
lowed them by law. They will, no doubt, be 
willing to be put on a level as to compensation 
with the heads of Departments, who have eight 
thousand a year, or double that allowed to the 
judges of the Court of Claims. 

Their first business upon meeting will be to 
appoint the Commissioners in the different States, 
who are to take depositions at the order of the 
court. 

For the city and county of New York there 
are to be three commissioners. Their pay is to 
be five dollars a day and twenty cents per folio 
for the manuscript. The depositions muBt also 
be printed at the expense of the claimant. The 
claimant may conduct his own case before the 
court, but if he employ counsel he must employ 
one who is admitted to practice in the Supreme 
Court of the United States, or in the highest 
State courts. The fees of the attorneys will be 
rated as high as any known to the law, and the 
fees and expenses taken together, will probably 
absorb the amount of the claim, in many cases, 
that is, in case of the allowance of any claims. 
But the court will protect the interests of the 
government by such rules of evidence and law 
that few claims will ever be passed by them.

A 
brilliant soiree was given to the American Com- 
mission by Messrs. Fowler & Preterre on the 
Boulevard des Italiens, and attended by about 
five hundred ladies and gentlemen of American, 
French, and English society in Paris. Mr. 
Marshall Woods, of Rhode Island, gave a grand 
dinner to the Commission at the Trois Freres 
Provenceaux, Palais Rqyal, to which were in- 
vited the diplomats mentioned above and dis- 
tinguished persons to the number of forty. Mr. 
Field, president of the commission, is also to 
give a grand dinner here.

The plaintiff in this 
case laid his damages at $25,000.

A Slave Born of a White Woman freed 
bv a Virginia Court.— The Richmond En- 
quirer of the 12th inst. gives the following ac- 
count of a very interesting case which has been 
decided in the Botetourt Circuit Court: 

Eliza Crawford and five children, colored, 
suing for their freedom. The case was decided 
in favor of the plaintiffs; the evidence being full 
and complete that the chief plaintiff, Eliza, was 
born of a white woman, of Georgia. She is 
now about thirty-five years of age, and has been 
in slavery between fifteen and twenty years. — 
Her appearance indicates that her father was a 
mixture of African and Indian. She is now the 
mother of six children, all of whom were plain- 
tiffs, except the eldest, who never belonged to 
defendant, and who,it is said, will now be set at 
liberty without resistance. There was no evi- 
dence, however, to show that the defendant was 
in any way privy to or accountable for the 
injustice done the plan tiffs.

I speak, of course, cheap i P nstr"meSts C wi*i8nd ft tot 
comparatively, for it is still active — still forms 
a magnificent spectacle from the capital. The 
cascade of fire — one of the mordern wonders 
of the world — is now a blackened mass, and, 
contrasted with its late brilliant appearance, 
strikes one as if it had been arrested ty some 
fell disease which had converted it into this stif- 
fened, discolored corpse. All fear of any fur- 
ther danger is now, I think, removed, and has 
been for several days. There was a suspension 
of the flow of lava for about eighteen hours. 

Naples, May 22.— Vesuvius is still, on the 
24th day of the eruption, as active almost as it 
was on the first day. For many years it has not 
been k.iown to continue^ so long in activity. In 
the direction of St. Jovio the stream has be- 
come hardened, and flows no longer. In the 
direction of Cercola, however, it is still running 
over the old bed, and has passed beyond Pizzil- 
lo. There was a grand fete at St. Georgeo di 
Ciemona, near St. Jovio, on Saturday last, in 
honor of the saint to whose influence is attributed 
the stoppage of the lava in that direction. His 
Majesty was present, and the Cardinal preach 
ed, giving our patron saint due honors on the 
occasion.

A Whole Family Poisoned. — On Sunday 
evening, shortly after taking tea, the whole 
family of Mr. Danforth were taken suddenly 
very ill. Dr. Flint was called in, who pro- 
nounced them poisoned. There were ten per- 
sons, including the servants. They suffered 
much during the night, hut we are glad to learn 
that this morning they were all in a fair way of 
recovery. 

The poison, it is supposed, was contained in 
ome cakes which were prepared at Mr. D.'s 
house, from the fact that one of the servants who 
■te nothing else but cakes was among the 
poisoned. 

2^-The Washington correspondent of the 
New York Courier and Enquirer says, of the 
report that the Secretary of War has refused to 
pay the arrears due to General Scott, under the 
resolution conferring on him the rank of Lieu- 
tenant-General, that it is not strictly correct. 
Under a stringent construction of the resolution 
e allowance may be reduced to $23,000, 
whereas a liberal construction would give the 
Id hero $46,000. The Courier thinks the ma- 
arity of both houses desired that Gen. Scott 
should receive the largest amount a liberal 
onstruction would admit. It is true that the 
General has applied for a settlement of his ac- 
count, and the Secretary did not refuse, but re- 
ferred th« whole subject to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. The conferences have all been friendly. 

Kentucky Horticultural Society. — As 
we foresaw and suggested in our report of the 
last meeting, the show of fruits on Saturday was 
rather meagre. A sample of clever cherries, 
some fine English gooseberries, and a plale of 
very tolerable raspberries were all that seemed to 
us worthy of notice. 

In vegetables, the contributions were not so 
large as usual, but were of very fair quality. 
Cabbages and potatoes are evidently improving, 
and in cauliflowers, the specimens exhibited 
were so fine as to leave little room for improve- 
ment. Eight and a half inches in diameter is 
as large as any specimen of that delicate veget- 
able ever heretofore seen on the society's tables, 
and, in addition to such size, these heads were 
very white as well as compact. 

In a hasty stroll of observation around the 
tables of exhibition, our judgment was rapidly 
arriving (as on one or two occasions heretofore) 
at the conclusion that what with the symmetry 
and perfection attained by flowers amid the 
present genial season and what with the taste 
and artistic skill brought to bear in their ar- 
rangement, the devotees of Flora, in their offer- 
ings, presented stronger claims for general ad- 
miration than did the disciples of Pomona with 
the scanty treasures they have been enabled to 
collect thus early in the season, when our atten- 
tion was arrested by the ejaculation of a friend, 
a savant in matters of taste, who was audibly 
discussing his doubts about where he should be- 
stow the palm of supremacy in respect to claims 
for general admiration — whether upon the beau- 
tiful bouquets and handsome designs contributed 
by tbe ladif s or upon the flush of youth, comeli- 
ness, and grace which appertained to the ladies 
themselves in attendance, the crowd of beauty 
and fashion being very large. 

During our stay at the rooms, we witnessed a 
very marked instance of the power of season to 
override the general laws of vegetable life and 
to produce anomalies. This was a very double 
rose, the center of which, instead of giving pos- 
session to an ovary and other organs for the pro- 
duction of seed, was occupied by a wood-bud 
so far developed as to have sent forth several 
alternate leaves of the natural color and proper 
form and proportion. In truth, the present 
seems to be a season of anomalies. Twin cher- 
ries and twin plums are things quite common, 
while the peach, which usually produces one 
drupe to each bloom, has this year yielded, in 
many cases, three and sometimes fcur fruitlets 
to a single flower.

Alleged Heavy Swindle in France. — 
Antoine Sweslom, a Frenchman, who was some 
weeks since engaged in the manufacture and 
sale of leather in France, forged drafts, as is 
now charged, on various extensive firms with 
whom he was doing business to the amount of 
three hundred thousand francs, obtained the 
money, and fled to the city of New York. Hith- 
er he was pursued by M. Gabriel Villette, agent 
for one of the firms who had been swindled. 
Mr. V. arrived a few days since, and immedi- 
ately instituted a search for the fugitive. His 
whereabouts were ascertained, and Mr. V. then 
commenced a suit in the Supreme Court for the 
recovery of the money or such portion thereof 
as may still remain in his possession. 

A criminal prosecution was also commenced 
before Justice Connolly, on whose warrant the 
alleged fugitive was arrested by Lieut. Daltonof 
the First Ward Police, and Officer Sweeney of 
the Lower Police Court. Three large trunks 
and some other luggage belonging to the prison- 
er were also seized and properly secured.

Another of the Farenbaugh Murderers 
Convicted— Juryman Shot at.— On Wednesday 
last, the trial of Driscoll, accused of 



ting in the Farenbaugh murder, near Lafayette, 
Ind., terminated, the jury returning a verdict of 
murder in the first degree, and fixing the penalty 
of death. The prisoner heard the verdict un- 
moved. 

On Tuesday, as we learn by the Lafayette 
Journal, Mr. Saunders, one of the jury who 
convicted Miles, another of the gang of Faren- 
baugh murderers, was shot at by a desperado 
with a rifle, the ball striking within a few inches 
of him. The following is the guess of the Jour- 
nal as to the cause for this act: 

Since his discharge from the Miles jury, Mr. 
Saunders has been acting as bailiff in the Court 
room, and has more recently been employed as 
inside watchman at the jail. His vigilance has 
been a source of great annoyance to the prison- 
ers, allowing them to hold no conversation with 
«ny one, except in his presence, and adopting 
other precautions that would effectually prevent 
the arrangement of any plan for escape. Their 
outside sympathisers may have concluded to put 
him out of the way. 

Texas and the Rio Grande. 
5 to the 7th have been received at 
New Orleans. The news from the interior of 
Texas is devoid of interest. Over 500 German 
immigrants had arrived at Galveston in three 
weeks from Bremen and Hamburg. 

The Galveston News has a letter from a corres- 
pondent, dated Brownsville, May 24, which cor- 
roborates the intelligence of another outbreak in 
Mexico. The correspondent of the News says: 
The agony is over, and the standard of revolt 
has again been unfurled to the "battle and the 
breeze" in the neighborhood of Monterey. This 
city is by this time in the hands of the revolu- 
tionists, as in the official communication I saw 
yesterday they said that no opposition would be 
made to their entrance into it. 

The movement was initiated somewhat sooner 
than the leaders had intended, and as they were 
betrayed, they escaped out of the place and pro- 
claimed war against the tyrant in one of the 
towns near Monterey. The leader for the pres- 
ent is Don Santiago Vidouri, for many years 
Secretary of State for Nuevo Leon under the 
federal form of government. Monterey is the 
most wealthy and populous city in northern 
Mexico, and in this case self preservation will 
induce the inhabitants to furnish the means with 
which to organize a force sufficient to success- 
fully defy the despot and his minions. As I 
write, the most intense excitement prevails 
among the numerous exiles here, and the leading 
men among them will soon be among the revolu- 
tionists, fully determined to do or die.

Philadelphia, June 15.

Boston, June 15.

A convention of the Know-No- 
things of the free States is recommended, for 
the purpose of taking measures commensurate 
with the present crisis. Immediate action is to 
be taken, and we learn from a reliable source 
that the order in this State will call a grand 
mas? convention of the Northern and Northwes- 
f eru States.

lo, Ky., says: 

A murder and robbery was committed in this 
county on Saturday, June 2d. The body of 
Fiest Newman, a German peddler, was found 
three miles from this place, near the road lead- 
ing from Monticello to Jamestown, Ky. The 
coroner's examination showed that he had been 
murdered, a pistol or rifle ball having entered 
the head just above the left ear. The murderer 
had taken what money his victim had, concealed 
his clothing, and hid the body in a fallen tree-

Hon. J. W. Foster of Mass., presented the 
following paper, which, after being read, was 
signed by citizens of the several States, as fol- 
lows, viz: 

To the People of the United States: The under- 
signed, citizens of the various States assembled 
at Philadelphia on this fourteenth day of June, 
1855, feel constrained, under the existing state 
of affairs, to affirm the following principles: 

First. The unconditional restoration of that 
time-honored compromise Known as the Missouri 
prohibition, whicn was destroyed in utter disre- 
gard of the popular will: a wrong no lapse of 
time can palliate and no plea for its continuance 
justify; and that we will use all constitutional 
means to maintain the positive guarantee of this 
compact until the object for which it was en- 
acted has been consummated by the admission 
of Kansas and Nebraska as free States. 

Second, That the rights of settlers in Tei ri • 
tories to the free and undisturbed exercise of 
the elective franchise guarantied to them b v the 
laws under which they are organized should be 
promptly protected by the National Executive, 
wherever violated or threatened, and that we 
cannot consistently act with those who will not 
aid us in the correction of those national wrongs, 
and will not even permit their fair consideration 
and full discussion. 

Third. We further declare our continued and 
unalte. able determination to use all honorable 
efforts to secure such a modification of the 
naturalization laws, aided by such an elevation 
of public sentiment as shall preserve the true 
interests of the nation, and shall guarantee the 
three vital principles of a republican govern- 
ment, spiritual freedom, a free Bible, and free 
schools, thereby promoting' the great work of 
Americanizing America. 

Fourth, That we invoke the arm of legislation 
to arrest that growing evil, the deportation, by 
foreign authorities, of paupers and convicts to 
our shores; and that, as our National Constitu- 
tion requires the Chief Executive of our coun- 
try to be of native birth, we deem it equally 
necessary and important that our diplomatic 
representatives abroad should also possess no 
foreign prejudices to bias their judgment, or to 
influence their official action.

NATION AL PLATFORM OF THE KNOW-SOMETHINGS, 

ADOPTED AT CLEVELAND, June U, 1855. 

As servility to the slave power characterizes 
the national organization of the existing politi- 
cal parties, and as this servility is perilous both 
to the manhood of the North and the liberty of 
the Republic; m 

We declare: 

L That the issue before the American people 
is, whether freedom shall be limited to the free 
States,or whether slavery shall be limited to the 
slave States. 

2. That this issue has been forced upon the 
country by the slave power through repeated 
aggressions, and by acts which have violated 
national faith, solemn compacts, and sacred 
covenants. 

3. That these aggressions, especially the Ne- 
braska outrage, with the brutal assault upon the 
elective franchise in Kansas, have aroused free- 
men of the Republic to a just sense of their duty 
and their dang»r; and though they invade no 
right of any State, they will maintain every right 
of freedom, and resist the admission of another 
slave State, or the addition of another foot oj 
slave soil. 

4. That we shall meet this issue, thus forced 
upon us, in the spirit our fathers met the issue 
ot their day; and believing, as they believed, 
that rightfully man can hold no property in 
man, we maintain the nationality of freedom. 

5. That freedom being one in aim and end the 
world over, the friends of freedom in this re- 
public should make principles and character, 
not birth-place, the test of admission to citizen- 
ship and its constitutional rights. 

And we further declare — 

6. That the right to worship God according to 
the dictates of individual conscience being invio- 
lable, we will labor to strengthen this great im- 
munity through wise State laws; but we will 
repel every politico-ecclesiastical interference 
In political affairs by potentate, pontiff, or priest, 
or their abettors, as destructive alike of this 
right and our common liberty. 

7. That intemperance being an evil, we re- 
commend to the several States such action for 
the promotion of temperance as will extend and 
establish that virtue. 

8. That free schools, free labor, the improve- 
ment of rivers and harbors, an honest republi- 
can official representation abroad, all mea- 
sures that tend to elevate man, establish the 
material prosperity of the country, and give 
stability to the Union, shall receive our hearty 
support. 

~9. That to insure practical success, we will 
strive to fill all offices with men of undoubted in- 
tegrity and sobriety, of ability, and of nerve to 
resist aggression upon right, come when, where 
or in what shape it may. 

10. That for these objects, vital alike to hu- 
manity and the republic, we are ready to unite 
with all men, under whatever name or organiza 
tion, who will aid us in carrying into successful 
operation these great principles.

Seizure oe a Magazine Ship. — The revenue 
cutter McLelland, Capt Ottinger, arrived in port 
yesterday, having in charge the barque Magno- 
lia, freighted with arms and ammunition for the 
Kinney expedition to Central America. On the 
29th ult. at 6 o'clock, P. M., Capt. Ottinger re- 
ceived orders from the Government by telegraph 
to sail for St. Joseph's Bay for the purpose of 
seizing two of Col. Kinney's magazine ships, the 
Magnolia and the Amelia. At 7> o'clock P. M. 
the cutter was under way to execute the order, 
which came from the Secretary of the Treasury 
to the Collector of the port 

Arriving at St. Joseph the cutter found one of 
the birds had taken wing, the Amelia having put 
to sea some five days before for parts unknown. 
The Magnolia was also getting ready for sea, 
and had there been twelve hours delay, the two 
would have given the cutter the slip. But there 
she lay quietly at anchor, in fancied security, 
and unsuspicious of capture, when the McLel- 
land made her unwelcome appearance. Capt. 
Ottinger went on board, placed Lieut. Morrison 
of the cutter in command of her and conveyed 
her to this port. While we write she is coming 
up the Bay, and will go, we suppose, into the 
hands of the United States District Attorney.
